5  "(v)  The  term  'audiologist'  means  an  individual  wath 

6  a  master's  or  doctoral  degree  in  audiology  who — 

7  "(1)  is  licensed  as  an  audiologist  by  the  State 

8  in  which  the  indi\adual  furnishes  such  services;  or 

9  "(2)  in  the  case  of  an  indi\ddual  who  furnishes 

10  services  in  a  State  which  does  not  Mcense  audiol- 

11  ogists,  has  successfully  completed  350  clock  hours  of 

12  supervised  chnical  practicum  (or  is  in  the  process  of 

13  accumulating  such  supervised  clinical  experience), 

14  performed  not  less  than  9  months  of  supervised  full- 

15  time  audiology  services  after  obtaining  a  master's  or 

16  doctoral  degree  in  audiology  or  a  related  field,  and 

17  successfully  completed  a  national  examination  in 

18  audiology  approved  by  the  Secretary.". 
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
